W ha t 
we 
need is. not more bu t fewer agencies 
of government, 
with more power in 
the responsible heads. 
“ After the most carefu l stu dy and, 
thorou gh discu ssion, we came to the 
conclu sion that 
an individu al, 
and 
not a board or a commission, shou ld 
be at the head of the departm ent. 
It 
is always individu als 
wno 
execu te 
s, Su blette, ¡best. A commission, In some instan- 
ichelle, R3. res, may be desirable 
where qu asi- 
ju dicial or qu asi-legislative 
powers 
are exercised. Where, however, 
the 
du ties are pu rely or largely m inister­ 
ial, experience has shown that it is a 
man, and not a body of men. who gets 
resu lts. This has always been recog­ 
nized in private bu siness.

Heavy artillery fighting is report­ 
ed in the neighborhood of Veu illy- 
La-Poterie (where American troops 
have been in action) and west 
of 
Rheims. 
On their frint, the British have 
carried ou t several su ccessfu l raid­ 
ing operations.

French troops wiped ou t a force of 
300 
Germans who were trying to 
obtain a footing on the sou th bank 
of the Marne. 
While the Germans were d om ina t­ 
ing the town from Hill 2<>4, Ameri­ 
cans and French set u p machine gu ns 
in vvindows and doorways of hou ses 
and fighting of great fierceness con­ 
tinu ed' for several days. 
Many American officers and pri­ 
vates displayed 
great 
daring and 
fortitu de in withstanding the Gor­ 
man attack s along the Marne. 
Cap­ 
tain Mendenhall of New York went 
w ithou t sleep for three days and k ept 
steadily at the head of his company 
all tha t time. 
The first American 
to receive the French war cross for 
bravery du ring the present fighting 
was Lieu t. Flannery of Pittsbu rgh, 
who swam across the Marne

'J'HAT n ew treaty of allian ce between German y an d Au stria is an in credible 
docu men t. 
As pu blished in the Deu tsche Volks Zeitu n g, it con stitu tes 
“a dose military allian ce for twen ty -liv e y ears, du rin g which both parties 
in the allian ce pledge themselv es to employ the en tire stren gth of their 
peoples for military pu rposes 
An d the “parties,” be it n oted, are merely 
Kaiser WilheJin an d Kaiser Karl. 


It is ex pressly prov ided that the two kaisers "shall dev ote all their 
care to hav e their armies en ter in to an ev en tu al fu tu re con flict fu lly pre­ 
pared an d at a max imu m of their stren gth,” becau se “on ly thu s the fu tu re 
war shall be of brief du ration .” 


Both n ation s are to be organ ised on an absolu te military bases. 
All 
able-bo died males are to receiv e thorou gh military in stru ction , an d all the 
re9 t are to be organ ized for “au x iliary serv ice” in the produ ction of arms 
ammunitio n, etc. 


In organ ization an d in the plan n in g of campaign s an d employ men t of 
tro o ps there shall be en tire u n ity , an d “the in itiativ e shall be left prin ci 
pally to German y . 
Troops, su pplies, railroads, in du strial resou rces, etc., 
shall be pooled. 
Soldiers an d officers are to be mix ed, makin g on e great 
army . 


The threat to the whole n on -OeTman world is self-ev iden t. 
German y 
is already plan n in g for the "n ex t war,” an d in ten ds to u se for it all the 
po wer o f German y , Au stria-Hu n gary , an d the rich, popu lou s Ru ssian prov ­ 
inces she has seized. Recogn izin g that she can n ot gain her goal of world- 
do minio n in this war, she seeks to win it in an other war, greater an d more 
terrible, to be fou ght as soon as she can recov er her stren gth an d complete 
the v ast preparatio ns requ ired. 


The threat to the in depen den t life of Au stria-Hu n gary is ju st as ev i 
dent. 
And in that fact lies the greatest immediate obstacle to German y ’s 
success. 
Most of the n ation alities composin g the Au stro-Hu n garian empire 
are gro wing more restiv e u n der German domin ation . 
They bitterly resen t 
this treaty , which makes the Pru ssian s completely their masters an d de­ 
priv es them of the last hope of freedom an d in depen den ce. 
They do n ot 
care to toil like slav es an d to die like flies merely to con tribu te to the ev il 
glo ry of the Hohen zollern family . 
An d so, from ev erv au arter of their 
crazy , shaky empire, comes sign s of rev olt. 
Their discon ten t has thu s far 
po stpo ned the ex pected driv e again st Italy an d their larger partic.ipation in 
the big battle in Fran ce. 


The on e way to balk the two kaisers— perhaps it wou ld be more cor­ 
rect to say the on e kaiser— is to see to it that there shall be n o German 
peace, and n o n egotiated peace, bu t absolu te defeat of German y , an d an 
allied peace.
